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WILSON TO TELL WORLD 
TONIGHT A STATE 
WAR 


EXISTS WITH GERMANY 


•President To Appear Before 
[Congress At 8 O'clock And 
[Notify All Nations Of U. S. 
Relations With The Kaiser 


Washington, April 2—Germany and the United 


States are at war. 


Formal notification of this fact to the world will 


be made at 8 o'clock tonight by President Wilson, ad- 
dressing congress in joint session. 


The president's announcement will take the form 


of an assertion that a state of war exists between the 
two countries. 


The chief executive would not wait until tomor- 


row but insisted upon appearing immediately after 
[completion of the house organization regardless of 
the fact this would not come until late in the day. 


He reached this decision suddenly about 3:30 


this afternoon, after Democratic leaders had told him 
the house organization could not be perfected before 
7 o'clock. 


This will be the first time the president had ad- 


dressed congress at night. 


It is expected he will appear in evening clothes. 


The galleries are expected to be filled with gorgeously gowned 


women and men in evening dress adding an unusual picture to the 
deep solemnity of the occasion. 


Throughout the afternoon as the house dragged along with its 


"puuzation outline and tho senate marked tune, President Wil- 


son sat in his study keeping in telephonic touch with the situation 
on the hill. 


The president desired to go to the capitol during the day, but 


when informed that this appeared impossible, expressed his wish to 
give congress his momentous message tonight 


Meantime the tension spread throughout the city. For the first 


time there was real excitement in Washington. 


While President Wilson is delivering his address to the Joint 


session, his words mill be streaming along the cables to the capitals 
of all foreign governments, excepting to the g o v e r n m e n t 
against whom the president will urge this nation to direct its armed 
forces. 


To the Teutonic empires the message probably will be conveyed 


cither by wireless or cable through the Swiss minister here. 


While it is entirely possible that the administration's resolu- 


tion declaring a state of belligerency exists between Germany 
and 


the United States may be acted on tonight, this is not thought prob- 
able. 


There was indication today that even some members who are 


solidly behind the president want to discuss the matter. 


And, too, there is belief that some members who have consist- 


ently opposed war will fight to the last against any war-like action. 


Such pacifist opposition was forecast today in '' 
appearance at 


the capitol of between 1,500 and 3,000 pacifists who swarmed all

WASHINGTON, April 2-Here is the momentous resolution which, if passed as expected, 


will put the United States into a state of open warfare with Germany. 
Chairman Flood, 


of the house foreign committee, gave it out, saying he would introduce it as soon as 
organization of the house is completed. 


"WHEREAS, the recent course of the Imperial German government is in fact nothing 


less than war against the government and people of the United States : 


"Resolved, by the senate and house of representatives of the United States of America, 


in congress assembled, that the state of belligerency which has thus been thrust upon the 
United States is hereby formerly declared, and "That the president be, and he is hereby, 
authorized to take immediate steps not only to put the country in a thorough state of defense 
but also to exert all of its power and employ all of its resources to carry on war against the 
Imperial German government and to bring the conflict to a successful conclusion."

compulsory service was proposed in a bin introduced today by Rep.

Kahn's measure provides for training men between the ages of 


18 and 22. 


Senator Chamberlain's compulsory military training bill will be 


one of the first bills introduced before the senate. 


Chamberlain today prepared an amendment to the bill making 


the first levy of men immediately available. The age clause will be 
raised from 19 to 20, it was stated. 


The bill provides for the raising of an army of 500,000 men at 


a cost of about $156,000,000. Early last week, Senator Chamberlain 
conferred with the president, urging support for his bill.

BEWARE OF THE BUGABOO 


One day there came to town a drummer bearing a thrilling tale 


of arrests in Cincinnati of persons committing actual treason against 
the Uuited States, which consists of fostering and aiding her enemies 
in time of war. 
It was not a rumor he related, bnt details of an 


actual occurrence, the names of the plotters, all prominent and im- 
portant citizens of Cincinnati and the actual number of -bombs and 
other munitions found in their possession. The story was scouted 
here 'because it was known one of the alleged accused was a warm 
supporter of President Wilson and the others of snch standing and 
character that the act with them all was utterly impossible, 


In the mysterious way that rumors have this particular one 


traveled all over the country and was heard at "Washington even 
before it was here. There government officials deemed it of suffi- 
cient importance to issue a statement that there was not one lota 
of fact or truth in it and coupled a warning to the public to ,be not 
only cautious in accepting such idle tales, but prudent in giving 
them belief and circulation. Certainly, the government can not give 
the death blow to every bngaboo that the evil imagination and the 
idle tongue spread abroad, but it exhibited itself, in this instance, a 
fine degree of caution and prudence in seizing upon it as the proper 
occasion to issue warning to the people to beware of its like. 


And every good and patriotic citizen received that warning tn 


the right spirit. We need above all things right now the exercise 
of forbearance and the throttling of suspicion. In the present emer- 
gency the retailing of rumor is a crime against the internal peace 
of the country and an injustice to the innocent. For the painful 
and cruel fact is that mm or almost solely relates to the innocent and 
seldom affects the guilty. There never was much excuse for it, there 
is less now. 
Tireless reporters and newsgathers aro awake and at 


work, regardless of day or night, newspapers are published every 
hour and it is practically impossible for anything of consequence to 
develop without it 'being immediately made known to the whole 
country. 


"We went up to Ironton Saturday afternoon, went up "incog" 


as itrwere, for we wanted to get a glimpse of the two old rusty, ob- 
solete, iron cannon which the town secured from the government 
throngh the enterprise of its valued congressman, the Hon. Robert

were not mounted in tho public park, ready to give the salute when 
the news comes that Ironton is to get that armor plate plant, and 
of course there is not the slightest doubt in the minds of any Iron- 
tonian 'but that they have got the plant copper riveted and lead pipe 
cinched.

haven't a great deal of hope that any city north of the Ohio river 
has a look-in. But you can't always tell. Accidents may happen. 
But getting 'back to Ironton—failing to find the rusty ones, we 
peeped at the hotel hole in the ground, peeked at the really preten- 
tious Masonic Temple that is 'building and marveled at the activity 
on the streets, there being more people 'hustling about than we used 
to see in a week of visits. Also we heard a little tale about a citi- 
xen of the east- end of this county who nircd some views derogatory 
to President Wilson and acclaimed the Kaiser on the streets of Iron- 
ton, and who found himself with a dozen scraps on his hands within 
a minute. There's one citizen who will, at least, keep his treas- 
onable thoughts to himself in the future, we'll wager. 


In his letter to tho Sunday Enquirer, Mr. Faulkner alluded to 


something his friends have known with regret for some time, namely 
the illness of II r. W. L. Finley. for many years executive head of 
the Democratic organization in Ohio. Mr. Finlcy suffered a nervous 
breakdown a few days before the election last fall, due to the tre- 
mendous strain lie had been laboring under, lie hits not aa yet'boon 
a'ble to recuperate ami has been seriously ill.

That will indeed lie a blow to Ohio Democrats for 
as Mr. Faulkner well says, "the candidates need Fiuley a de'il of 
a sight more than ho needs them."

".Washington; April 2^-Fre'sident Wilson in his momentous'ad- 


dress to congress tonight said: 


'' Gentlemcn'of the Congress: 
"I have called the congress into extraordinary session because 


there are serious, very serious choices of policy to be made and 
made immediately, which it was neither right nor constitutionally 
permissible that I should assume the responsibility of making. 


"On the third' of February last I officially laid before you the 


extraordinary announcement of the Imperial German government 
that on and after the first day of February it was its purpose to 
put aside all restrains of law or of humanity and use its submarines 
to sink every vessel that sought to approach either the ports ol 
Great Britain and Ireland or the western coasts of Europe or any 
of the ports controlled by the enemies of Germany within the 
Mediterranean. That had seemed to be the object of the German 
submarine warfare earlier in the war, but since April of last year 
the Imperial German government had somewhat restrained the 
commanders of its undersea craft in conformity with promise then 
given to us that passenger boats should not be sunk and that due 
warning would be given to all other vessels which its submarines 
might seek to destroy, when no resistance was offered or escape at- 
tempted and care taken that their crews were given at least a fair 
chance to save their lives in theiropen boats. The precautions tak- 
en were meager and haphazard enough, as was proved in distress- 
ing instance after instance in the progress of the cruel and unman- 
ly business, but a certain degree of restrain was observed. The new 
policy has swept every restriction aside. 


"Vessels of every kind, whatever their flag, their character, 


their cargo, their destination, their errand, have been ruthlessly 
sent to the bottom without warning and without thought of help 
or mercy for those on board, the vessels of friendly neutrals alon 
with those of belligerents. 


HOSPITAL AND RELIEF SHIPS SUNK 


"Even hospital ships and ships carrying relief to the sorely be- 


reaved and stricken people of Belgium, though the latter were pro- 
vided with safe conduct through the prescribed areas by the Ger- 
man government itself and were distinguished by unmistakable 
marks of identity, have been sunk with the same reckless lack of 
compassion or of principle. 


"I was for a little while unable to believe that such things 


would in fact be done, by any government that had hitherto sub- 
scribed to the humans practices of the civilized law. International 
law had it-s origin in the attempt to set up some law which would 
be respected and observed upon the seas, where no nation had right 
of dominion and where 'ay the free highways of the world. By pain- 
ful stage after stage has that law been built up, with meagre enough 
results indeed, after all was accomplished that could be accom- 
plished, but always with a clear view at least of what the heart and 
conscience of mankind demanded. This minimum of right the Ger- 
man government has swept aside under the plea of retaliation and 
necessity and because it hp.d no weapons which it could use at sea 
except those which it is impossible to employ as it is employing 
them without throwing to the winds all scruples of humanity or of 
respect for the understandings that were supposed to underlie the 
intercourse of the world. I am not now thinking of the loss of 
property involved, immense and serious as that is, but only of the 
wanton and wholesale destruction of the lives of non-combatants, 
men, women and children, engaged in pursuits which have always, 
even in the darkest periods of modern history, been deemed inno- 
cent and legitimate. Property can be paid for; the lives cf peace- 
ful and innocent people cannot be. The present German submarine 
warfare against commerce is a warfare against mankind. It is a 
war against all nations. American ships have been sunk. American 
lives taken, in wayi which it has stirred us very deeply to learn of,

declaration against Germany was introduced in the house today by Representative A. P. Gardner, 
Republican. Massachusetts. Gardner dropped his resolution in the "resolutions basket"

whole laud and naval forces of the United States against the said German empire, its subjects i 
depeiul/ncies."
